If all the European countries had a man like 
flour -President Woodrow Wilson as a ruler there 
would be peace among them unstead of war. 
Americans should be enthused over Wilson and 
grateful to him when they contemplate the 
peace that prevails here and compare it to the 
terrible devastations going on across the sea. 
With ~ our recent near troubles. in Mexico. and 
the “present war crisis he has had a strenuous 
job, and handled it with statesmanship equal 
to a Washington or Lincoln, settling a moz- 
ster railroad strike in the mean time. 
Americans are fortunate indeed that their 
conditions and environments are so different 
than those abroad. Probably few of us ever 
stop to consider how fortunate we really are 
in this respect. We take all our blessings for 
granted. We are accustomed to peace and pros- 
perity, we are so free to come and go as we 
will, and to speak what is on our tongues; we 
are so completely at liberty under our self-made 
Jaws, that we do not realize the vastly different 
conditions. more than half the people of the 
world live under. 

Here we eleet our own executive and allow 
him at the most eight vears of tenure. Abroad, 
for the most. part, rulers are. born to their 
thrones;-and:» many of them. are,-bern imbued 
with moral and mental limitations such as 
are characteristic of libertine forefathers, Here 
we make otrr laws through our self-chosen 
representatives—there laws are inherited with 
the Kings and Czars. Here popular sentiment 
prevails—there the royal prerogative avails. 
Here are no military oppressors to trample the 
crops under their horses’ heels—there. the man 
on. horseback sneers at plodding industry. Here 
‘are: petty rivalries between political partisans 
—there are the jealonsies of thrones, the vani- 
ties of crowned heads, the bigotry of castes. 
Hereis light and laughter, here is prospered 
labor, here is an inheritance and an assurance 
for prosperity—there is dull resignation in the 
lower orders, heck-breaking taxation, compul- 
sory military service, bare living at the eost 
of continuous toil, and scant hope of better 
things for the children yet to be born to such 
economic servitide.
